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RESULTS OF BALLOT ON AMENDMENTS 


Ballots regarding the amendments to the Divisional By-Laws were returned by 437 


members of the Division. Each amendment carried overwhelmingly, as can be seen ® 


from the following presentation of votes. Many of the "no" votes carried statements 
to the effect that members were doubtful of what they perceived as possible changes 
in the character of the division membership. 


It should be mentioned again, that, of course, no changes voted by the membership in 
this election are retroactive. Presumably, these amendments will become effective 
in the beginning of the next membership year - October 1, 1954. 


Amendment I: Article 1, Section 1: 'The name of this organization shall be the 
Division of Clinical (and Abnormal) Psychology of the American 
Psychological Association. "' 


The words "and Abnormal" shall be omitted Yes 405 No 32 


Amendment II: Article 1, Section 2: ''The purposes of this Division shall be to ad- 
vance scientific inquiry and professional practice in clinical (and 
abnormal) psychology as a means of furthering human knowledge 
and welfare."

Amendment III: Article II, Section 1: ''All members of the Division shall be members 
of the American Psychological Association, and shall be persons who 
are, at the time of their application actively engaged in practice, re- 
search, teaching, or study in the field of clinical (and abnormal) psy- 
chology. All classes of members shall be entitled to all the rights and 


privileges of the Division, except as otherwise specified by these By-Laws." J

PREVIEW OF THE DIVISION 12 PROGRAM 
FOR 1954 


All of you will remember that the Division voted last September in favor of an 
experimental program this year. The program committee began at once to plan 

in this direction. Also, President Hunt appointed a special committee under the 
chairmanship of George Klein to give particular attention to experimental approaches. 
It became apparent rather soon, however, that due to APA program deadlines, be- 
ginning in December, we would have to limit the extent of experimentation this year. 
Nevertheless, it was possible to schedule three Topical Discussion Groups (The 
Future oi Clinical Psychology, Training in Clinical Psychology, The Szondi Test), 


two Abstracts Sessions (Group Psychotherapy, Women and Children), and a one-hour 
Forum. 


Nineteen symposium proposals were submitted, 139 abstracts, and around 30 topics 
for the Topical Discussion Groups. The three topics chosen represent the high- 
frequency categories of the suggestions made. Although the APA Program will 

show only one session for each topic, additional sessions will be scheduled later, 


in non-APA space, if registration warrants it. SEE SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS BELOW. 


The abstracts were all rated, with name of author deleted, on a five-point scale 
(Outstanding, Very Good, Suitable, Dubious, Reject). Each rater was also asked to 
indicate whether the paper should be heard entire, or be presented in an Abstracts 
session. Nineteen of the abstracts were selected by the Joint Divisional Committee. 
It was possible to schedule all papers that had been rated "Out-tanding" or 'Very 


Good" by two of the three raters, either for a paper-reading session or an Abstracts 
session. 


The program as submitted to the APA Program Committee schedules twelve symposia, 


eleven paper-reading sessions, plus the special programs mentioned above and the 
usual business meetings.

Executive Committee Discussion Session 


At its mid-year meeting the Divisional Executive Committee considered the 
advisability of meeting together to discuss psychological matters not directly 
related to divisional duties. It was suggested, for example, that some members 
of the Executive Committee might wish to get together and talk about some such 
topic as psychometrics, projective techniques, or theory construction. Accord- 
ingly, on May 22 and 23 five members of the Executive Committee met (at their 
own expense) in Chicago to discuss the general topic of Theoretical Models in the 
Study of Projective Techniques. The group met in the rooms of the Committee 
on Behavioral Science of the University of Chicago, with Dr. James G. Miller 
serving as host. The following five members of the Executive Committee parti- 
cipated: Garner, Hunt, Miller, Roe, Zubin. In addition Dr. G. G. Simpson of 
the Museum of Natural History of New York joined the group to present the view- 
point of the natural sciences towards some of the problems under discussion. At 
the close of the meeting, the participants agreed that this had been a valuable 
experience and one that might be repeated, but recognized that such discussions 
were not the primary function of the divisional Executive Committee. 
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
